TOOK HIS OWN LIFE.

A WEAITHY NEW YORE TOBACCO
MEECHANT COMMITS SUICIDE,

It Was at First Reporied as n Sudden Denath
—An Effort by the Fumily to Sappress
the Fact Falls—lil-Health the Canse.

New Yorx, Oct. 18.—[Special ]—Alex-
ander McLeod Agnew, the wealihy tobaceo
merchant, who “died suddenls” Friday,
as announced in the papers this morning,
committed suicide, Thers was an attempt
on the part of Mr. Agnew’s relatives and
others to suppress the facts, Dr. Jenkins,
of the Coroner’s office, was the man who
discovered the faet of the suvicide. He savs
he told Coroner Hanly that it was a case of
suicide, and that the Coroner told him he
wonld send Dr. Donlin, his deputy, around
to attend to it. The Coroner denied to-day
that Dr. Jenking had told him that Mr.
Agnew had killed himzelf. He said he was
very sure he did not tell him. Dr. Jenkins
reasseried that he did

Dr. Jenkins said to-day: “Early vester-
day moming 1 received a note froin a medi-
enl friond, stating that there had been a
godden death st Mr. Agnew’s home. 1
went aronnd to Mr. Agnew’s honse and met
several members of the dead man's family.
Ther told me that Mr. Agnew had becn
suflfering from nervousness and insomnia,
and that he had fallen in the bathroom when
waking a bath. The fall had produced cere-
bral hemorrhage, which, aecording 1o a
phesician, had eansed death,

“Theve was a small wound over the right
temple, which ressmbled 4 bruise or serateh
more than anvthing clse. On exmmninazion
1 found that the wound was produced by u
pistol shot, probably of 32 caliber, and the
pistol I discovered under the body. The
family were greatly surprised st my dis-
ru\'er}'."

Coroner Hanley said that he called at the
honse while Dr. Jenkins wag there and that
: e was informned thas Mr. Agoew had died
| ofcorebrul hemorrhage  “They told me,”
he said, “that it was all right; that it wasn't
my ease; that o dootor | been in attend-
unec, ami that if T was needed I would be
sent for.™

It is not suspocted that Mr, Agnew had
any other reason for suicide than bad
heaith,

Followed by a Rise.

GARDENERS HAPPY OVER FROSTS.

Buff Hides and Calfskins Still Slow and
Eteers Steady.

A BOSTON VIEW OF THE SHOE TRADE

In reviewing the trade features of the
week we note the great searcity and sharp

advance of creamery butter. A month ago
orders for Elgin creamery were promptly
filled, and the rule was that i?bbers here
received more than ordered. Now the sit-
uation is reversed. Jobbers dare not eonnt
on receiving Malt the amount of Elgin
ordered. The advance this week on ch?loe
stock has been equal to 4e per pound inn
jobbing way. Probabilities are, however,
that a reaction will come to the present
boom, as supplies of milk in dairy re-
jons have recovered somewhat of late
rom the shortage cansed by September
drouth. Receints of grapes have grently de-
clined since lnst Sunday's frosts, and values
have asa consequence movel up hivher.
Last week the daily receipts wernn dozen
carlonds. This week not half that number
have been received, and the end of the sea-
son dmws migh. Nearby gardeners are,
after long waiting, able fo secure a fair
rice for their produots, Said an old-time
R‘evme Isiand gardener to<day: “Until the
t week n stuff has been begging for
m::’urenll e fall. We had plenty of every-
thing, but could get little or nothing for it.
Two weeks ago tomatoes were slow ut throa
bushels for $1 00, now we are able toget §1 00
to §1 25 per hushel for choice stook.”

In cerenl lines the feature of the week has
been the downward drirt of corn. The new
corn erop begins to show up. While Septem-
Ler's heat was ndverse to dailry products, it
proved n mighty help to tlie eort Cro| and
the offects are nlready felt in dec {nlng
prices, For the snme reason, hogs and hog
products have been seekinga lower level
the past weck or two.

The Great Mathews Guahor,

Probably the most remarkable well in the
field is the No.1 on the Mathews farm,
which belongs to Guffey, Murphy, Jennings,
Galloway & Galey. Certain 1t {s that little
else was talked about Baturday by the men
in the oil business. Tt was agitated a few
moments Saturday and for the first hour or
two after it was drilled it made 720
barrels an hour, and then settled down to
430 or 500 barrels. What makes this well
so remarkable is the fact that it was struck
July 16, over three ‘'months sgo, and since
that time has produeed over 300,000 barrels.
The full capucity of this well has never

been known  hefore. For  several
